Dear Sir: 

In the Official Action dated November 14, 2007, the Examiner asserted that the 
present application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
cytotoxic agents, nucleic acids, basement membrane binding agents, surfactants, divalent 
cation chelators, and analogs and antibodies directed against cell attachment receptors. The 
Examiner asserted that these species are independent or distinct because each group is 
directed to compounds with different structures. Accordingly, the Examiner required an 
election under 35 U.S.C. §121 of a single disclosed species "from each group of compounds" 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. The Examiner noted that claims 57 and 68 are generic. 
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As the Examiner required election of "a single disclosed species from each group of 
compounds for prosecution on the merits", Applicant elects the following single disclosed 
species from each group of compounds: 

cytotoxic agents: 5-fluorouracil. Claims 57, 58, 60, 64-69 and 71 read on this elected 
species. 

nucleic acids: a gene encoding for p53. Claims 57, 59, 64-68 and 70 read on this 
elected species. 

basement membrane binding agents: poly-L-lysine. Claims 57, 60, 64-68 and 71 
read on this elected embodiment. 

surfactants: Sodium dodecylsulfate. Claims 57, 61, 64-68 and 72 read on this elected 

specis. 

divalent cation chelators: a divalent cation chelator. Claims 57, 62, 64-68 and 73 read 
on this elected species. 

analogs and antibodies directed against cell attachment receptors: Arginineglycine- 
asparagane (RGID) peptide analog. Claims 57, 63-68 and 74 read on this elected species. 

Although the Official Action does not specifically indicate that a single elected 
species should be elected for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted 
if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable, in the event that the Examiner intended to 
require Applicant to elect a single disclosed species, Applicant hereby elects the cytotoxic 
agent 5-fluorouracil. Claims 57, 58, 60, 64-69 and 71 read on this single elected species. 

Finally, the Office Action Summary included with the Official Action indicated that 
claims 1-32 are subject to restriction and/or election requirement. Applicants note however 
that claims 33-74 are pending, with claims 57-74 having been previously elected. 
Examination of the elected claims 57-74 on the merits is therefore requested. 
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It is believed that the above represents a complete response to the species election 
requirement. Examination on the merits is respectfully requested.
